R 4 and R 5 are each independently a hydrogen 
atom, a halogen atom, or a group bound through a 
carbon, oxygen, nitrogen or sulfur atom; 

R 1 and R 2 , and R 5 and R 6 , may each bind 
tog ther to form a ch mical bond; provided that 
where ring A is a phenyl group having at least a 
halogen atom in position-2 or 4 and X is an oxygen 
atom, R 4 and R 5 do not conjoinedly represent a 
ch mical bond and an antiprotozoan composition 
.containing the same or salt thereof. 
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
